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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


To the Governor of the State of Mississippi : 


In complying with the duty imposed upon us by law to make 
to you “а, true report of the actual condition of the Lunatic Asy- 


lum,” at the close of the financial year of said Institution, we are . 


pleased to be able to report that the buildings, appurtenances and 
grounds are all in good condition. 

In many respects there have been marked improvements since 
our last report, which greatly add to the comfort of the inmates 
and to the sanitary condition of the Institution. 

The Legislature, in 1884, appropriated $10,000.00 ‘‘for heating 
apparatus, and for other purposes.” We have earnestly en- 
deavored to spend this appropriation in a judicious manner, and 
believe that we have so done. Instead of purchasing an entire 
new heating outfit, we utilized what was already there by having 
the same thoroughly repaired and purchasing a battery of two 
first-class new boilers, and all necessary appendages, and had 
built a brick boiler- house and smoke-stack, all at a cost of $6,- 
974.88, thus securing a fine heating capacity and an ample supply 
of steam for all purposes, As the interior of the apartments 
occupied by the patients had not been painted for some fifteen 
years or more, aS a sanitary measure, we deemed it judicious to 
have the same painted, and accordingly used the remainder of 
- said appropriation for that purpose. 


This work was let out after due advertisement for bids on the - 


same, and every safeguard secured in the interest of the State and 


the Institution. An itemized statement of each and every - 


expenditure thereon, with vouchers, will be found in the report of 
the Steward, which is herewith submitted. 

There has been considerable improvement in the matter of out- 
door sewerage, which conveys the impure air from the wards, or 
patients’ apartments, thus materially adding to the health of the 
inmates. "То complete this sewerage system so. necessary to 
health, will be required a further expenditure of some $600 or 
$700, 

The buildings, fences and grounds have been kept in good 
repair, which necessitated the пре це of money, but по use- 
less repairing has been done. 

We submit to you the report of the Medical Superintendent, 
which gives in detail, the general condition*and conduct of the 
Institution for the past two years. Said report contains. several 
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valuable, wise and well-timed suggestions, all of which we fully 
endorse and invoke your favorable consideration thereof, hoping 
that you may deem it proper to recommend their acceptance by 
the Legislature. Chief among these, is his recommendation for 
the introduction of gas at the Institution, ‘The reasons advanced 
by him as to the advantages of gas, the dangers to be averted by 
its, introduction, and the material interests involved, are, in our 
view, cogent and unanswerable. 

We have conscientiously endeavored to conduct this Institu- 
tion on a basis of stricteconomy. We have scrutinized with care, 
every expenditure, both for improvements, and for all incidents 
for itssupport. We have always enjoined economy on the offi- 
cers in direct charge, and we believe that they have studiously 
observed the same. Аз proof of which, the Asylum was con- 
ducted during the past year cheaper than any similar institution 
in the United States or the Canadas. It cost per capifa about 
$131.70, whereas, Asylums in other States cost from $175.00 to 
$300.00 per capita. 

All the money that was appropriated for the support of the 
Institution for the last two years, could have been wisely expended , 
in many valuable, and in some instances, what we deem necessa- 
ry improvements, but we refrained from so doing without having 
. the sanction of the Legislature, and confined ourselves strictly to 
expenditures for the support of the Institution and to such 
improvements and repairs as the comfort and health of the 
patients and the preservation of the buildings imperatively de- 
manded, 

The report of the Steward shows itemized statements of all 
moneys expended for every purpose during the past two years, 
and there are vouchers for each, accompanying the report. We 
invite the closest and strictest scrutiny of these accounts and 
vouchers. 

We think that the appropriation for the support of the Asylum 
should be less than it was for the last two years, but we in- 
dulge the hope, and venture a warning that the reduction be not 
unreasonably large. 


Taking the last year, (when the expenditures for support were , 
less than ever before,) as a basis for calculation, a searching in- 
vestigation should be made to see if there could be any cutting 
or reduction of expenses, and if so, wherein. Then, after deter- 
mining a minimum amount necessary for a support fund, a rea- 
sonable margin should be made to provide for a possible advance 
in provisions, dry goods, clothing and all things necessary to be 
provided. It should also be borne in mind that buildings and 
appurtenances of the extensive scale of this Institution are almost 
constantly requiring repairs necessary for their preservation, 
which repairs cannot always be foreseen and provided for by spe- 
cific appropriations, but they must necessarily be paid for out-of 
the support fund: therefore an additionai margin should be made 
for these unforeseen, but inevitable expenses. There has not 
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been a single special appropriation for buildings, improvements 
- or repairs on or about the Asylum since the building of the last 
wing thereof many years ago, except the one made in 1884, here- 
tofore alluded to and accounted for; yet large sums have been 
necessarily expended in that line, which had to be drawn, of 
course, from the support fund. 

It is our pleasure to state that the Medical Superintendent, Dr. 
Т. J. Mitchell, has discharged the duties incumbent upon his po- 
sition with rare ability. He is eminent in his profession, assidu- 
ous in his attentions to duty, wise and comprehensive in his ad- 
ministration, firm, yet courteous and considerate, with his subor- 
dinates. We are satisfied that he fully appreciates the importance 
of the trust committed to him, and that he is imbued with a con- 
scientious desire to perform his duty in the interest of his charge 
and of the State. | 

Dr. Mitchell has been ably seconded and aided in his adminis- 
tration by the Assistant Physician, Dr. James McWillie, whose 
experience, fine abilities and long, faithful and efficient service 
there, render him a most valuable adjunct to the Institution. 

A more efficient, honest, capable and-gentlemanly Steward can- 
not be found than Capt. R. F. McGill, who has filled said posi- 
tion for many years, and who has shown himself to be peculiarly 
fitted therefor.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT, 


То the Board of Trustees of the Mississippi State Lunatic Asylum: 


GENTLEMEN: In conforming to the requirements of the law I 
now present my Seventh and Eighth Annual Reports. By refer- 
ence to the annexed tables you can appreciate the movements of 
the population and the general statistics connected with the Asy- 
lum. During the year 1884, there were at the beginning 440 
patients—males 180, females 260 ; admitted during the year, 120 
--males 51, "females 69; total present 560—males 241, females 
329: discharged recovered, 58—males 29, females 29, improved 
5—wmales 3, females 2; unimproved 7—males 4, females 3; not 
insane 2--males 1, females г; eloped 1--male т; deaths 48-- 
males 20, females 28. 

At the beginning of 1585, there were 439 patients—males 176, 
females 263 ; admitted during the year, 86—males 37, females . 
49; total present, 528—males 213, females 312; discharged re- 
covered 45—males 15, females зо; improved ro—males 5, 
females 5; not insane 2--males 1, females 1; unimproved 5— 
males 4, females 1; died 42—males 19, females 23; remaining 
at the end of the year 417--males 169, females 248. Since my 
last report I am pleased to congratulate the people of the State, 
and more especially the friends of the insane, that the new Asy- 
lum located at Meridian has been completed, and for nearly twelve: 
months has been successfully operated under the superintendency 
of a most competent officer, aided by a most efficient corps of 
assistants. The completion of this hospital has been most fortu- 
nate news for those mentally afflicted, since their number had so 
increased, that we at this asylum were totally unprepared to care 
for them. While we had hoped that the completion of this asylum : 
would have depleted, toa certain extent, our crowded household, I 
am sorry to say that the applications for ‘admission at each asylum 
far exceeds the capacity for accommodation. Although it will 
doubtless surprise the members of the Legislature, I feel it incum- 
bent on myself to say that additional accommodation should in 
some manner, be provided for the remaining insane,, who are 
now consigned to uncomfortable jail quarters, both for their own 
protection and that of society. The claims of all are alike equal, 
and hence I do not think the Legislature will ignore the obligation 
resting on them, to make suitable provision for this class. At 
this time I am unprepared to make any suggestions as to the best 
рјаф to be pursued in this emergency, but will be pleased at any 
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| 
time should it be desirable to confer with the ‘‘Committee оп 
Humane and Benevolent Institutions,” with the hope that some 
plan may be suggested by which relief may be secured. We are 
still crowded considerably in excess of our capacity, especially 
in the colored department, and with the view of giving as much 
relief as possible, have doubtless admitted patients when it would 
have been better for those present, that it had not been done. 
Until within the past two months, our system of sewerage has been 
most imperfect, and even now is in an incomplete condition; but 
with your approval have, during the present summer, renewed 
our outdoor sewerage with tiling,and while the vertical-piping and 
traps are still incomplete, think we have derived an inestimable 
benefit from what has already been done, and can now say that 
the Asylum has never been so healthy since I have been in charge 
of it. Ordinarily, we have under treatment four or five cases of 
acute pulmonary consumption, but at this time have but one 
patient, whose physical condition is in the least critical. This 
comparative freedom from consumption is to us quite a novelty, 
and is doubtless attributable to improved sewerage,coupled with a 
better distribution of heat than we have heretofore had. The 
specific appropriation of ten thousand dollars for renewing 
“heating apparatus, painting, etc.,” has been applied as directed 
by the Legislature, and the disbursement of the same will appear 
as a separate itemized account in the ‘‘Report of the Steward,” 
and for which he has his vouchers. In addition to the new boilers 
purchased we have had all the old boilers thoroughly refitted, and 
am gratified to say that we now have three batteries, which will 
at all times furnish us with an abundance of steam for all purposes. 
Besides, from this appropriation a large and well constructed 
boiler-house has been built, supplemented by one of the best and 
tallest smoke-stacks that I ever saw. Out of this same fund the 
whole interior of all the wings were thoroughly repainted. Your 
expenditure of this money has been so judicious that I feel sure 
At will be thoroughly approved by the examining committee, and 
am pleased to testify that the money was only expended after a 
strict scrutiny in search of the best plans and bids. I regret, 
however, that our fund was insufficient for renewing the old 
radiators, which have now become obsolete in expert heating. 
To make our heating apparatus perfect it would require in lieu of 
the old coils what are known as pin radiators. Could this im- 
provement be made we would be as well prepared for the gener- 
ation and distribution of heat as any kindred institution. 
Having just discussed the subject of heat,we are naturally led to the 
consideration of another element, water, which although exceed- 
ingly abundant for the necessities of small families and commu- 
nities, is with us at times quite a scarce article, and frequently of 
dry seasons has to be drawn from distant ponds; thereby compro- 
mising both the health and comfort of the patients, both on 
account of its scarcity and quality. In order to secure an addi- 
tional supply of water, I am at present unprepared to submit any 
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estimate, but trust the committee to whom this question shall be 
referred, will give the matter an earnest inquiry, and doubt not 
their recommendation, and if so, feel satisfied that the Legisla- 
ture will approve the same, 

We will present another “тап” through you to the 
law-making tribunal, and although not in the least indis- 
pensable to health, is imperatively demanded as a security 
against fire, which if one were to occur, would probably com- 
promise the life of many patients, and at the same time subject 
the State to the loss of a splendid property, and whose intrinsic 
value is estimated to exceed a half a million of dollars. Inas- 
much as this “building” has no fire policy, I can conceive of по 
cheaper insurance than that which would result from the intro- 
duction of gas. The attention of the Legislature has frequently 
been invited to the insecurity arising from the use of coal oil, both 
by my predecessor and myself, and although an appropriation has 
been made once or twice, owing to some technicality in the law, 
the introduction of gas has failed. During the last session of the 
Legislature a ““bill” passed the Senate for giving us gas, and there 
was not a single protest. І now trust that the measure will be 
again presented in the Senate, and doubt not its ratification 
by the House, more especially as it would not involve the out- 
lay of more than twenty-five hundred dollars, and it would not 
only give us a reasonable security against fire, but would greatly 
lessen the anxiety of those whose friends are now entrusted to 
our keeping. While our “wants” are many, they will in the 
aggregate amount to but a small outlay of money, and more es- 
pecially will it be so considered, when placed in competition with 
the great benefits that will arise from favorable legislation. Have 
thus far appreciated the necessity for modesty in making requests 
from the Legislature in behalf of our institution,as I know full well 
the many charities which havean equal claim with and at the hands 
-of the State,and consequently have not within the period of seven 
years asked for but one specific appropriation, which was readily · 
granted. Am fairly familiar with the operations of many asylums 
in this country as well as Canada, and can not now recall but one, 
whose current expenses and improvement outlay have been less 
than this Asylum. Owing to unavoidable circumstances our last 
report reached the Legislature at such a late period during its 
session, that some of our suggestions failed to reach many mem- 
bers. As the Legislature has thus far defined no districts tribu- 
tary to the asylum, would suggest that this matter be not over- 
‚ looked, otherwise there might be many embarrassments arising 

from an oversight of this kind. Ја addition, would suggest that 
both asylums receive the same class of patients, so that there can 
be a proper distribution of both chronic and acute cases in each. 
АП the best writers, whose information has been obtained from 
the most reliable sources, deem it wisest to let the acute and 
chronic cases be domiciled together, and be cared for by the same 
administration of physicians and nurses, and in support of ш 
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admission, many good reasons are advanced, and not the least of 
which is the withdrawal of all hope on the part of the friends when 
itis known that those, whom they love, have been assigned to 
that institution, whence попе are expected to return. In addition 
to the suggestions already made in regard to the organization of 
the new asylum, would advise that the Legislature make it lawful 
that patients may be transferred from one asylum to the other to 
suit the wishes of friends, provided the State and counties incur 
no expense. ‘This last suggestion is presented in deference to the 
wishes of many who have friends here. 

Since the late civil war our people have become so much de 
pressed in their finances, that there are but few whose pecuniary 
ability will allow: them to keep their friends at home, and on this 
account are forced to avail themselves of the benefits arising from 
public institutions. There is still a great disinclination in ‘‘the 
South,” on the part of many, to place their friends in asylums, . 
lest publicity be given to their family misfortunes. ‘his mani- 
festation of pride is quite unfortunate, and could it be overcome, 
the beneficial results would soon be quite apparent. It is rare 
that we receive patients in the earlier stage of mental disease, 
from the fact that persons will try almost any expedient for the 
restoration of their friends, rather than send them to an asylum. 
It is now a well established fact, that the sooner patients are re- 
moved from their home, and placed in asylums, the more hope 
there will be for a permanent cure. So long as the sick are sur- 
rounded by associations connected with the development of their 
disease, the more difficult it is to direct their thoughts into a new 
channel, which is quite indispensable to the successful treatment 
oftheir disease, Besides, even among the most violent insane 
there is an early and favorable influence exercised by the mere 
commitment to a place where they know that their wd? must be 
subordinated to another, and our experience teaches us that there 
are but few who do not give an early recognition of thisfact. In- 
sanity has become so general, that there are few families, if large, 
either directly or remotely, but what have some members whose 
minds are more or less affected, and hence we find a much more 
liberal spirit manifested for the Lunatic Asylum than any other 
benevolent institution. 

In advocating the claims of the insane, we do not wish 
to encroach on the rights of the other benevolent and literary 
institutions, but on the contrary, would encourage a liberal 
recognition, especially of the latter, as by such a policy am 
satisfied the more support you give education, the less demand 
there will be for lunatic asylums. Statistics show that the 
insane are chiefly recruited from the less cultured class of 
society, and if such be the fact, it furnishes additional 
reasons why the public should be educated. Many reasons are 
offered for this susceptibility on the part of illiteracy, but none 
impresses us with more force than that which credits the bulk of 
it to lack of mental occupation when in а depressed state. То 
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dwell on one’s misfortunes for any length of time determines the 
brain, the organ of the mind, to assume permaneatly a diseased 
condition. No physiological fact is more certainly established 
than that strength and growth of any member of the body, or fac- 
ulty of the mind, is developed in proportion to use. Ifa black- 
smith labors continuously at his calling, very soon the muscles 
called into requisition will enlarge and become strong in response 
to constant use, and hence there is reason to believe that the 
same principle obtains in the brain. If we dwell too long on un- 
pleasant emotions, that part of the brain which presides over 
these moral affections, will assume a morbid state. The question 
is now presented, how can this morbid tendency be overcome ? 
To which we would suggest, in reply, that there are several expe- 
dients that should be called into requisition, viz: diversion of the 
mind into more healthful channels of thought, which can be ac- 
complished by companionship with the bright and cheerful, or 
else in reading some interesting book, which, to a great extent, 
can supply the lack of society. То this latter resort the unedu- 
cated are incapable of appealing, and consequently one of the 
chief factors of mental restoration is withheld. While on this 
subject I hope it will not be irrelevant to state that we attribute 
our greatest success in the reclamation of the insane to judicious 
occupation. When the body is at work, the mind, to a great ex- 
tent, sympathises with the physical condition, as no manual work 
can be well done without some mental direction. We daily avail 
ourselves of this principle in the treatment of our inmates, and en- 
deavor, as far as practicable, to keep them employed, and to this 
fact we feel warranted in stating that many cures are attributed. 

Тће general health of the Asylum for the past two years has 
been generally good. Last year we had an epidemic of measles, 
and although we had about 50 or 60 cases, the character of the 
disease was of such a mild type that we had but one death, and 
that was one that relapsed some days after convalescence. The 
sickness we most dread is tuberculosis, but since our improve- 
ments think we will escape this scourge. 

During the past two years our farm productions have equalled 
the general average. Both of the last seasons have been quite 
dry, but owing to early and judicious culture ourcrops have been 
good. Тһе presert year has been extremely dry. So much so, 
that we almost despaired of making a good sweet potato crop, but 
seasonable rains in the fall developed a wonderful growth, and 
we had the satisfaction of housing forty-five hundred bushels, 
which for us is 4 small стор, since we frequently make seven 
thousand bushels. 

At this time we have quite a number of cattle, chiefly grades, 
but have a few thoroughbred Jerseys, which we nurse with care, 
with the hope that at an early day we may have quite a number. 
We have a fine lot of hogs, and will probably kill eight or ten 
thousand pounds of pork. In addition to the above we have 
neatly a hundred graded Southdown sheep, together with forty- 
five or fifty graded Angora goats. 
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Before closing our **Report," we cannot be unmindful of our 
constant friends who have gratuitously sent their journals to the 
Asylum ; and while we regret to say some have discontinued their 
publications, are glad to state that the following hold out, viz: 
The Clarion, Ledger, Meridian Mercury, Enterprise Courier, 
Kemper Herald, Aberdeen Examiner, Aberdeen Weekly, Dem- 
оста; and Subsoiler, Carthaginian, Vicksburg Herald, Natchez 
Democrat, Brookhaven Leader, Oxford Falcon, Farmers’ Advo- 
cate, Pascagoula Democrat-Star, Yazoo Herald, Leaf-Music 
Voice, New “Mississippian and Brandon Republican. 

In the Annual Report of the Steward you will find an itemized 
account of all the expenditures for the past two years, as well as 
the products of the farm and garden. Owing to a slight prospec- 
tive reduction of our household,we would suggest that our appro- 
priation be reduced to sixty- five thousand dollars. 

Succeeding this report you will find that of the Matron, which 
shows that the usual amount of clothing has been made and dis- 
tributed. Dr. James McWillie, who has been long and favorably 
known as the Assistant Physician, still continues in this responsi- 
ble position. Capt. R. F. McGill, our Steward, is ready and 
prompt in the discharge of his duties, and is recognized, where 
known, as a man of unimpeachable integrity. Gov. Robert Low- 
ry, ex-officio President of the Board of Trustees, has manifested 
a most kindly interest in the welfare of the Asylum, and has been 
most careful to encourage the strictest economy in our disburse- 
ments consistent with the comfortable care of the inmates. The 
trustees have not only taken a decided interest in the Asylum, 
but have also been most judicious in the expenditures, and at the 
same time not unmindful of unusual courtesy’ to both officers and 
employes, and the latter, am pleased to say, have deserved well 
of everyone.
